Rush County Farm er, Who Shot 
and Wounded His Former 
Sweetheart, Is Ask ing 
Early Trial 


WOUNDED GIRL WAS TAKEN 
TO A NEWCASTLE HOSPITAL 


Her Condition Was Somewhat 
Improved, And There Is Hope 
Held For Recovery 


Marion Rider, who shot his 
former sweetheart, Helen Red­ 
dick , four times at the home of a 
friend in Greenboro, is being 
held in the Henry county jail 
without bond following his cap­ 
ture at Muncie. Rider was recog­ 
nized by the tick et agent at the 
interurban station 
when he 
made inq uiry about a tick et to 
Chicago. 
Lyle Cummings, the tick et ag­ 
ent, said that he had met Rider 
at a bask et ball game in Muncie 
and remembered his face. He 
called the Muncie police. Rider 
offered no resistance but seerrted 
relieved that the strain was over. 
He drove about Henry, Rush and 
Fayette counties following the 
shooting, and, finally headed to­ 
ward Muncie wher he had decid­ 
ed to go to Chicago. 
Rider intim ated that he would 
hold nothing back and when 
brought to trial would talk free­ 
ly. His m ain concern seemed to 
be getting it all off his mind. At 
the time of his capture, Rider is 
alleged to have stated that if 
Miss Reddick died he had in­ 
tended to tak e his own life. 
The wounded girl was removed 
from the Ratliff home in G reens­ 
boro to the Clinic at Newcastle 
where she is said 
to have a 
chance for recovery. Attending 
physicians stated that she rested 
somewhat better last night. 
Following 
his arrest, Rider 
talk ed freely of the affair, 
and 
made a statem ent, which is as 
follows: 
“My nam e is Marion Rider. I 
am 23 years old 
and I live in 
Falmouth, Ind. 
“I have been going with Helen 
Reddick for three years and was 
engaged to m arry her when she 
started to go with another fel­ 
low. About 7 a. m., May 14, I 
went to the Ratliff home in 
Greensboro, where 
Helen was 
staying, and ask ed her for the 
ring I gave her. She went into 
the house after it and brought 
it out to my car and gave it to 
me. 
“I ask ed her why she did me 
the way she did and I told her 
tha t there was no use q uarrel­ 
ling, tha t it was tim e 
to end 
things right now. 
“I showed her the gun I had. 
“I started back to the car and 
then I turned around and sta rt­ 
ed to shoot. 
“I didn't k now w hether I had 
hit her or not until Captain Pe­ 
term an and Officer Reed told me 
at Muncie police headq uarters. 
“If I shot anyone else I do not 
k now it and I k now that I did 
not shoot at anyone else but

Orange, N. J., May 16—(U.R)—E. 
A. Mark ley, attorney for 
the 
United States Radium Corpora­ 
tion, protested today against the 
implication that his client is re 
sponsible for the legal delays in 
the case of five form er women 
employes who are dying of rad ­ 
ium poisoning. 
A year ago this m onth 
the 
women filed a joint suit seek ing 
$250,000 each from the radium 
corporation to ease the last days 
of their lives. Doctors had 
told 
them tha t the radium 
which 
they had tak en into their bodies 
while painting watch dials soon 
would prove fatal. 
Mark ley said tha t the num er­ 
ous postponem ents which have 
prevented the women from re­ 
ceiving the protection of the law 
were not sought by the company 
“which has done everything pos­ 
sible to expedite justice.” 
After the filing of the original 
suit a year ago counsel for the 
radium corporation moved tha t 
it be throw n out of court 
011 the 


grounds that New Jersey’s two- 
year statute of lim itations 
had 
expired. The radium poisoning, 
which results in 
a 
slow 
and 
painful death had been contract­ 
ed between 1917 and 1920 
but 
was not diagnosed until 1927. 
On the grounds tha t his clients 
did not k now until seven years 
later tha t they were doomed to 
die, Raymond Berry, their 
at- 
e ^orney, ask ed the court of chan­ 
t r y for an order restraining the 
company from defending 
itself 
v'ith the statute of lim itations 
Ordinarily, according to 
New 
Jersey court records, such cases 
are given 
almost 
immediate 
hearings. 
The bill for an injunction was 
filed July 19, 1927. Hearing was 
set for January 12, 1928 . On that 
date postponem nt was tak en un­ 
til April 2, because of the ina­ 
bility of several defense witness­ 
es to appear. Next came an ad­ 
journm ent until April 25 for the 
same reason. 
On the last date all evidence 
for the five women was present­ 
ed. Physicians testified tha t m e­ 
dical science k new no cure 
for 
their malady. Presentation of ev­ 
idence was concluded on 
April 
27 and counsel for the company 
then ask ed for another 
post-

TRAIN TO MAKE STOPS AT 
GLENWOOD AND ARLINGTON 


Empha sis Will Be Pla ced On The 
Co ntro l o f Ro und Wo rm In 
Pig s 


An agricultural train em pha­ 
sizing the control of the round 
worm, a dangerous parasite of 
pigs, is coming here soon. Paul O. 
Hurley, agricultural agent of the 
B & O 
railroad, and 
John 
Schwab of the Purdue university 
agricultural 
extension 
service 
were in conference recently with 
County Agent O. S. Williams and 
Farm Bureau leaders, arranging 
plans for the pig m anagem ent 
special to spend the forenoon of 
June 9 in Arlington and the af­ 
ternoon at Glenwood. 
The anim al husbandry exten­ 
sion service has been featuring 
the control of the round worm in 
pigs in m any central Indiana 
counties for three years. More 
than one hundred farm ers have 
dem onstrated the success of the 
control of worms by the preven­ 
tion plan and 
proper feeding. 
Many 
of these 
farm ers were 
failing in the raising of spring 
pigs but in the first attem pt in 
practicing the hoosier pig m an­ 
agem ent plans, whole herds of 
pigs were raised successfully. One 
Indiana farm er raised 143 spring 
pigs in 1927 according to the pig 
m anagem ent 
plan. He 
said, 
“This is the best bunch of pigs I 
ev.er raised. There was not a runt 
in the bunch.” 
The success of the farm ers in 
this extension project prompted 
the B & O railroad to run a spe­ 
cial educational train 
to assist 
hog raisers to increase their pro­ 
fits. Hog raising is a leading live 
stock industry in central Indi­ 
ana. “General success 
in this 
business,” 
said 
Mr. 
Hurley, 
“m eans a prosperous community 
and this mak es a prosperous 
railroad.” 
Next to hog cholera, the com­ 
mon round worm is 
probably 
responsible 
for the 
greatest 
am ount of financial loss to Indi­ 
ana farm ers. It is for this reas­ 
on tha t the B & O railroad is 
cooperating with Purdue univei> 
sity and the U. S. D epartm ent of 
Agriculture in running a special 
train through this county. 
In order to understand 
why 
certain control m easures are re­ 
commended, one m ust k now the 
life cycle of the round worm. 
This will be fully explained by 
posting worm infested pigs to 
show how these worms handicap 
growth. Also the worm eggs with 
the larva within the shell will be 
shown by the use of microscopes: 
About 
three-q uarters of the 
cost of growing pigs for m ark et 
is feed. In connection with 
the 
study of the round worm a prac­ 
tical discussion of feeding spring 
pigs for m ark et will be given. 
Every farm er and especially hog 
growers are 
invited to attend 
the train when it stops at Ar­ 
lington or Glenwood, June 9.

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DOWN THROUGH THE AGES 
A lthough the death rate from autom ob ile ac­ 
cidents shows an 
increase each 
m onth from 
governm ental reports, yet there is another form 
of accident tha t takes an even heavier toll, due 
la rgely to carelessness. 
This form of accident has b een handed down 
from the ages, and is just the ordinary, every­ 
da y tum b le or fall. 
Statistics show 
tha t the 
com m onplace fall kills 3,000 m ore people every 
y ea r tha n does the autom ob ile. 
It has b een discovered tha t nearly 15.000 per­ 
sons are killed annually in the U nited States b y 
falls of various sorts and tha t m ost of them are 
the result of slipping on floors and stum b ling on 
stairs of b uildings. 
Falling out of the cherry tree has always 
been regarded as the perogative of every he a lth­ 
ful b oy. 
None of us ever looked upon a fall as 
anything serious — just an everyday occurrence. 
But one-fifth of the total num b er of acci­ 
dental deaths from all causes is due to falls. 
Of course, tha t refers to falls in w hich grav­ 
ity figures. 
There are all sorts of falls. 
Men faff from 
their high estate sometimes. 
It is not necessari­ 
ly fatal, b ut frequently is. 
Many fall in their own estim ation and often 
try self-destruction. 
Men fall in the estim ation of others and it is 
not always due to an accident. 
Viewed from every angle, the fall is a m uch 
more dangerous elem ent in society tha n m ost of 
us ever im agined.

It has 14.000 cattle, 103,000 sheep and 2,600 
horses. 
A tqtal of 5,000 people — m en women, 
and children — live on it. 
D uring the 
season 
w hen wool is clipped, b etween 6.000 and 7.000 
sheep are sheared daily. 
In addition to the 14,- 
000 cattle, there are 800 dairy cows, w ith m ilking 
stations scattered all over the ranch a t strategic 
points. 
A rgentina, apparently, is fond of doing things 
in a b ig way, too.

Rush County Fanner, Who Shot 


and Wounded His Former 


Sweetheart, Is Asking 


Early Trial 


WOUNDED GIRL WAS TAKEN 
TO A NEWCASTLE HOSPITAL 


Her Condition Was Somewhat 
Improved, And There Is Hope - 


Held For Recovery 


Marion Rider, who shot his 


former sweetheart, Helen Red- 
dick, four times at the home of a 
friend in Greenboro, is being 
held in the Henry county jail 
without bond following his cap- 
ture at Muncie. Rider was recog- 
nized by the ticket agent at the 
interurban station 
when he 


made inquiry about a ticket to 
Chicag9- 


Lyle Cummings, the ticket ag- 


ent, said that he had met Rider 
at a basket ball game in Muncie 
and remembered his face. He 
called the Muncie police. Rider 
offered no resistance but scented 
relieved that the strain was over. 
He drove about Henry, Rush and 
Fayette counties following the 
shooting, and, finally headed to- 
ward Muncie wher he had decid- 
ed to go to Chicago. 


Rider intimated that he would 


hold nothing back and when 
brought to trial would talk free- 
ly. His main concern seemed to 
be getting it all off his mind. At 
the time of his capture, Rider is 
alleged to have stated that if 
Miss Reddick died he had in- 
tended to take his own life. 


The wounded girl was removed 


from the Ratliff home in Greens- 
boro to the Clinic at Newcastle 
where she is said to have a 
chance for recovery. Attending 
physicians stated that she rested 
somewhat better last night. 


Following 
his arrest, Rider 


talked freely of the affair, 
and 


made a statement, which is as 
follows: 


"My name is Marion Rider. I 


am 23 years old and I live in 
Falmouth, Ind. 


"I have been going with Helen 


Reddick for three years and was 
engaged to marry her when she 
started to go with another fel- 
low. About 7 a. m.r May 14, I 
went to the Ratliff home in 
Greensboro, where Helen -Was 
staying, and asked her for the 
ring I gave her. She went into 
the house after it and brought 
it out to my car and gave it to 
me. 


"I asked her why she did me 


the way she did and I told her 
that there was no use quarrel- 
ling, that it was time to end 
things right now.

Radium Company Denies Any 


Attempt To Delay Proceedings 


EDITORS NOTE: Following is-grounds that New Jersey's two- 
the last of the series of United 
Press dispatches dealing 
with 


the unusual New Jersey case in 
which five factory women, dying 
from radium poisoning, are su- 
ing for $1,250,000 damages. 


Orange, N. J., May 16—<u.fi>—E. 


A. Markley, attorney for 
the 


United States Radium Corpora- 
tion, protested today against the 
implication that his client is re- 
sponsible for the legal delays in 
the case of five former women 
employes who are dying of rad- 
ium poisoning. 


A year ago this month 
the 


women filed a joint suit seeking 
$250,000 each from the radium 
corporation to ease the last days 
of their lives. Doctors had told 
them that the radium 
which 


they had taken into their bodies 
while painting watch dials soon 
would prove fatal. 


Markley said that the numer- 


ous postponements which have 
prevented the women from re- 
ceiving the protection of the law 
were not sought by the company 
"which has done everything pos- 
sible to expedite Justice." 


After the filing of the original 


suit a year ago counsel for the 
radium corporation moved that 


year statute of limitations had 
expired. The radium poisoning, 
which results in a slow and 
gainful death had been contract- 
ed between 1917 and 1920 
but 


was not diagnosed until 1927. 


On the grounds that his client!? 


did not know until seven yearc 
later that they were doomed to 
die, Raymond Berry, their at- 


irney, asked the court of chan- 


for an order restraining the 


company from defending itself 
\"ith the statute of limitations

plans for the pig management 
special to spend the forenoon of 
June 9 in Arlington and the af- 
ternoon at Glehwood. 


The^animalr husbandry,e» 


sion service has been featuring 
the control of the round worm in 
pigs in many central Indiana 
counties for three years. More 
than one hundred farmers have 
demonstrated the success of the 
control of worms by the preven- 
tion plan and proper feeding. 
Many of these farmers were 
failing in the raising of spring 
pigs but in the first attempt in 
practicing the hoosier pig man- 
agement plans, whole herds of 
pigs were raised successfully. One 
Indiana farmer raised 143 spring 
pigs in 1927 according to the pig 
management 
plan. He said, 


-This is the best bunch of pigs I 
eyer raised. There was not a runt 
in the bunch." 


The success of the farmers in 


this extension project prompted 
the B & O railroad to run a spe- 
cial educational train to assist 
hog raisers to increase their pro- 
fits. Hog raising is a leading live 
stock industry in central Indi- 
ana. "General success in this 
business," 
said 
Mr. Hurley, 


"means a prosperous community 
and this makes a prosperous 
railroad." 


Next to hog cholera, the com- 


mon round worm is probably 
responsible 
for the 
greatest 


amount of financial loss to Indi- 
ana farmers. It is for this reas- 
on that the B fe O railroad 'is 
cooperating with Purdue univer- 
sity arid the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture hi running a special 
train through this county.

In order to understand why 


certain control measures are' re- 
commended, one must know the 
life cycle of the round worm. 
This will be fully explained by1 
posting worm infested pigs, to" 
show how these worms handicap 
growth. Also the worm eggs with 
the larva within the shell will be 
shown by the use of microscopes? 


About three-quarters of the 


cost of growing pigs for market 
is feed. In connection with .the 
study of the round worm a prac- 
tical discussion of feeding spring 
pigs for market will be given. 
Every farmer and especially hog 
growers are invited to attend 
the train when it stops at Ar- 
lington or Glenwood, June 9.

W H. Sutherland, 
principal 


stockholder hi the 
Glenwood 


Canning company whose 
can- 


ning plant was destroyed by fire 
early Sunday morning, stated to- 
day that the loss would reach 
$26,000. 


The bulling was leveled by the 


fire that swept the plant In the 
early morning blaze that had 
gained such great headway be- 
fore being discovered that little 
could be done toward saving any 
part of the factory. 


Mr. Sutherland whose controll- 


ing interest was backed by other 
stockholders' all of whom lived in 
or near Morristowfl, said that 
the loss was but partly covered 
by insurance. Policies whose face 
value will total about 
$18,000 


were carried on the plant. 


No large amount of stock was 


in the warehouse but all 
the 


machinery, cartons and unased 
materials were lost. The build- 
pg was a compartively new one 
having been built there three 
years ago. 


The origin of the fire remains 


a mystery. It is the third 
can- 


ning factory to be destroyed in 
this vicinity within the last few 
months. One burned recently at 
Morristown and 
another 
at 


Shelbyville. 


A rumor that has not been 


traced -to any reliable source was 
current here following the fire 
to the effect that two men had 
been seen running from the fac- 
tory to an automobile shortly be- 
fore the blaze was discovered.

cidents shows an increase each 
month from 


governmental reports, yet there, is another form 
of accident that takes an even heavier toll, due 
largely to carelessness. 


This form of accident has been handed down 


from the ages, and is just the ordinary, every- 
day tumble or fall. 
Statistics show that the 


•commonplace fall kills 3,000 more people every 
year than does the automobile. 


It has been discovered that nearly 15,000 per- 


sons are killed annually in the United States by 
falls of various sorts and that most of them are 
the result of slipping on floors and stumbling on 
stairs of buildings. 


Falling out of the cherry tree has always 


been regarded as the perogative of every health- 
ful boy. None of us ever looked upon a fall as 
anything serious — just an everyday occurrence. 


But one-fifth of the total number of acci- 


dental deaths from all causes is due to falls. 


Of course, that refers to falls in which grav- 


ity 
figures.

There are all sorts of falls. 
Men fan from 


their high estate sometimes. It is not necessari- 
ly fatal, but frequently is. 


Many fall in their own estimation and often 


try self-destruction. 


Men fall in the estimation of others and it is 


not always due to an accident. 


Viewed from every angle, the fall is a much 


more dangerous element in society than most of 
us ever imagined.

Multiplied evidence can be found that boys, 


once they become "institutionalized" and "stan- 
dardized" according to the rules and regulations, 
have little chance of becoming good citizens. 


Regardless of whether you have a boy, you 


are in a measure responsible for the future of 
the boys with whom you come in contact. If you 
are not an influence for good in their lives you 
are not meeting your responsibility. 


Let's try to devise ways of making every boy 


a better boy for the benefit of those who wil 
carry on where we leave off.

Indianapolis, Ind., May 16— 


Although many veterans of the 
automobile speed sport continue 
to hold a generous share of .the \ 
limelight in the speed sport, the 
field of younger drivers prepar-

Earl Cooper, veteran speeder 


who was in the forefront of rac- 
ing ranks when one and two-cy- 
linder cars still were chugging 
around dirt tracks, is the latest 
of the old-timers to give way to 
youth. The man who will take 
his place behind the steering 
wheel is Johnny Seymour, nom- 
inated to drive one of the Mar- 
mon Specials hi this year's an- 
nual 500-mile race on the India- 
napolis speedway. 


When Marmon announced a 


month or so ago that it would 
again participate in racing of- 
ter an absence of seventeen 
years, Cooper was named com- 
mander-in-chief 
of Marmon's 


racing squadron and his original 
intention was to himself pilot 
one of the three special Marmon 
front-wheel drive racers in the 
Indianapolis classic. It was not 
until the cars had actually been 
put through their paces on the 
speedway that Cooper changed 
his 
mind 
and in so doing, 


strengthened the age-old asser- 
tion that -youth must be ser- 
ved." 


Seymour, the man who will 


take Cooper's place, is not a new 
figure in race track atmosphere, 
yet he never piloted a racing au- 


He became 
acquainted 


„„*. Cooper a year or so ago 
and, as then- friendship grew he 
decided that four wheels were a 
better and safer basis for speed 
than two. 
Cooper tried Seymour in prac- 


tice spins covering hundreds of 
miles on the Indianapolis course 
and his showing 
aroused so 


much confidence in the veteran 
that he will be given a starting 
mount in the May 30th event. He 
will drive Marmon Special No. 
33 along with Peter Kreis, dar- 
ing product of Tennessee, who 
will be at the wheel of No. 32. 
The driver for the third Mar- 
mon Special has not been sel- 
ected. 
Seymour is confident of his 


ability to negotiate the difficult 
Indianapolis course. 


••Difficult? Well, yes, but then 


its pretty hard to sit on a cycle 
for 300 miles at 110 or so", Sey- 
mour said with a grin.
